Waahingi* in, Jan. 7. — In the senate 
a resolution offered by Mr. Stewart 
(Nev.) was adopted, directing iht 
oommlttee on the District of Colum- 
bia to malte in(|iiiry regarding tlie 
wholesale and retail prices oi coal in 
Washington, and to ascertain whether 
tte scarcity of coal ia the result oi 
IWlare to ship to Washington, oi 
lAether there is any laclc of prompt 
•ad efficient distribution among lue 
»«opl«. 

The resolution of Mr. Vest direct- 
ing the finance committee to prepare 
and report a bill removing the diit\ 
on coal, went over on motion of Mr 
Aldrich, Mr. Vest not being present. 

The milit'^ bill wan then taken up, 
and Mr. Mallory spoke in opposition 
to the provision regarding a reserve 
force of trained mey. 

A discussion arose, participated in 
by Mosars. Tillman. Warren, Foraker. 
Spooner and Clay, over the construe 
tlon to be put upon the section, the 
Democrats contending that the provi 
sion put into the hands of the preni 
dent powcr.s belonging to the states. 
, The militia bill was then displaced by 
the omnibus Htatehood bill. 

Senator Hoar introduced a second 
tmst bill. It provides especially for 
the expediting of suits in equity 
brooght under the provisions of the 
i^reseat aatl-tmst law. It authorizes 
<lie attorney general of the United 
State* to file a certificate in any such 
case pending in any circuit court ot 
the United States to the effect that 
the cue is of general public Import 
aaee. A copy of the papers in the 
case is then to be given precedence 
over otho>r cases and to bp assigned 
for hearing at the earliest practicable 
date. The hearing is to be before not 
fewer than three circuit judRos or. it 
there are not so many in the circuit, 
one district Judge may be substituted. 
In case the Judges disagree the case 
is to be certified to the suprieme court 
nf the United States for review 
Appeals to the supreme court in the 
orUnaiy manner ai.so are allowed. 

Anti-Canteen Law Data. 

Washington, Jan. 7. — At the opening 
ot the session of the house Mr. Cooper 
(Wis.), chairman of the insular com- 
mittee, asked unanimous consent that 
the 1)111 to promote the eflBciency of 
the Philippine constabulary be made 
a special order for Thursday. The 
reqaest was agreed to with the under- 
standing that two hours be allowed 
for general debate A senate bill to 
refund certain tonnage taxes was 
passed. A resolution .was adopted 
which called upon the secretary of 
war for the reports upon the opera- 
tion of the law of Feb. 3. 1901. wfiicb 
prohibits the sale of beer and light 
wines at post exchanges. 

The house then went Into commit- 
tee of the whole and proceeded with 
the consideration of the senate Hawsr 
lian coinage bill. 

The debate upon the bill was partic- 
ipated In bv Messrs. Hill (Conn.). 
SHafroth (Colo.). Robinson (Ind.), 
Cochran (Mass) and Underwood 
(Ala.). The bill was passed without 
division. 

A senate bill was passed to grant 
the town of Juneau. Alaska, title to 
^ds BOW used for sohoel pnrposes. 
4 resolution was adopted to request 
state authorities to co-operate with 
the census ofllce in securing a uniform 
system of deiLth registration. At 2:16 
p. tdi the bouse adioumed. 

Cuban Trade Treaty. 
Washington. Jan. 7. — The Onban 
reolproelty treaty was considered at 

some length by the senate committee 
on foreign relations, but action upon 
it was postponed in order to afford an 
opportunity for the presentation of 
the views of the beet sugar Industry. 
The committee decided to hear only 
one person in that Interest, and it is 
probable that a special meeting will 
, be held on Friday for that purpose. 
There was a general exchange of 
views upon the treaty of a nature lo 
lead to the oonciusion that the treaty 
xHlI be favorably reported and with 
oat great d elay. 

Laeroase, Wis., Jan. 7.— A severe 
blhsard is raging here. A SO>mile an 

hour northwest wind Is blowing. The 
temperature is 20 degrees above, brt 
aero or colder weather ia promised. 
A snow accompanied the blizzard and 
baa drifted badly. Railroads are con- 
gt(]*r<«f<iv ^-wmpered by the storm.

Chaffee's Onler Hel<l Authority For 
Applleatloa of Water Cure. 
Manilla. Jan. 7.— The trial by eourt- 
martial of Major Edwin F. Olenn of 
the Fifth infantry on the charge ot 
killing several prisoners of war has 
been resumed. Counsel for the de- 
fense renewed the request that Gen- 
erals Chafft^e and Smith and other 
Witnesses be summoned from the 
United States. The court refused this 
request tbr the present. It was charg- 
ed by the defense that the records of 
the Sixth brigade, cdmnianded \<y Gen- 
eral Smith, bad been tampered with, 
and that Important documents had 
been abstracted. It was also declared 
in the argument that Oeneral Charee 
had sent a telegram to i.ic depart- 
ment of southern Luzon, where Ca- 
belles' foroe was operating, clad in 
American uniforms. The text of this 
telegram Is given as follows: "The 
division commander directs that, no 
matter what measures; he adopted, in- 
fbrmattoti as to the whereabouts of 

this force must be obtained." The de 
fense argued that hia order was au 
tbority lor the application oi the wa- 
ter cure, and said that officers in vine 
field »6 Interpreted the order. 

GEBMAirs posmoi. 

Would Prefer to Adjust the Muddle 
Through Minister Bowen. 
Berlin. Jan. 7. — ^That portion of the 

Joint reply of the powers to Venezue- 
la suggesting a settlement without ar 
bitration only goes so far as to offer 
to treat for settlement out of court 
after the payment of cash or the giv- 
ing of a sufficient guarantee for the 
payment of $335,000 to each power. 
This reservatic^n remains as the fixed 
and only condition precedent to arui- 
tration or negotiations direct tor a 
Bupjilementary agreement. The Ger- 
man government would much prefer 
to close up the matter by negotiations 
through Minister Bowen while the 
blockade continues, than withdraw 
the blockade and adjust the claims 
through The Hague arbitration court. 

Another Spectacle at Delhi. 

Delhi. India, Jan. 7. - The vlcer<ry. 
Lord Curzou of Keddleston, and Lady 
Cunon and the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught reviewed the retainers of 
the ruling contingents in the durbar 
arena. The variety of costume and 
paraphernalia afforded one of the 
most striking pictures of the durbar 
festivities. Contingents from all parts 
of Greater India iMirticiiialed, mostly 
retaining the distinctive features of 
their customs. The flags and other 
emblems of the state of Outch were 
carried on camels and elephants, ac 
companied by arme<i men on stilts, 
while Arab irregulars danced past the 
viceroy to the music of their instru 
ments. State bands, camel kettle- 
drums, richly caparisoned elephants 
and horses and agile swordsmen, 
many shouting battle cries, lollowed 
^ne another in quick succession. 

Damaged by High Winds. ■ 
Omaha. Jan. 7. — Probably half a 

hundred buildings were more o.' less 
damaged by the gale which stnick 
Omaha. Wires are prostrated In all 
dire^tljns and the city was in dark- 
ness the latter part of the night be- 
cause of the damage to electric light 
circuits. There has been no rain or 
snow and the temperature is Itarely 
below the freesing point. Telephone 
and telegraph companies report wires 
down througlinut Neliraslia and west- 
em Iowa, with a strong gale from the 
northwest, causing serious Interrup- 
tion to communication. 

Steamer Struck a Snag* 
Mobile, Ala.. Jan. J.-^Tk9 steamer 
James A. Carney, plying between Mo- 
bile and points on the- eastern shore 
of Mobile bay, struck a submerged 
"deadhead" in the river on her trip 
to Mobile, and stove a big hole In her 
bow The boat began to fill rapidly, 
and the passengers were ordered aft 
on the upper deck. She soon began to 
sink and the captain ordered fUll 
speed on, and made to shallow water, 
where the Carney was beached. The 
passengers were traastCirred to tugs 
and bronght-to the tttf. No Uvea were 
lost. 

Germany and France Keep Out. 
Constfntlnople, Jan. 7.— Great Brit- 
ain's protest against the permission 
granted In September last to four un> 
armed Russian torpedo destroyers to 
pass through the Dardanelles into the 
Blaek sea, under th4- commercial flag 
of Russia, will. It is believed, be fol- 
lowed by similar action on the part 
of Austria-Hungary and Italy, while 
Germany and France will remain 
aloof. <iktmany'a poaltlon la in oon- 
conance with her traditional policy 
not to embarrass the porte, while 
France abstains from acting against 
the interests of her ally, Russia.

St. Paul, Jan. 7. — In his biennial 

message Oovcrnor Van Sant deals ex- 
haustively with the local controversy 
waging between the state of Minne- 
sota and the Northern Securities com- 
pany to prevent the alleged connec- 
tion of the (Jreat Northern and North* 
em Pacific Railway ^companies. After 
reviewing the progreas that hss been 
made by the state against the com- 
pany the governor says: "The exec- 
utive officers of the state are doing 
and will continue to do all In their 
power to defeat this oonnectlon* Ii 
may be that the courts will decide 
that the laws of one state can be 
evaded or violated by means of a cor- 
poratl(» organized under the laws of 
another state; If so, all the uenefits 
of the 'more perfect union.' so earnest- 
ly sought by the framers of ths con- 
stitution, so much desired by all law 
abiding persons, will not be realised. 
I have an abiding faith, however, that 
the laws of the state will bo sustain- 
ed, and that the attempt to evade 
them In the manner ata^ted will be de- 
feated. , 

"This Northern Securities company 
Is the mo.-;t ingenious scheme ever 
brought into existence to promote the 
transportation monopoly and stifle 
competition. It becomes the impera- 
tive duty of this state to adopt such 
additional »aw^ as may he necessary 
for the proper regulation and control 
of such trusts." 

Odell On Capital and Labor. 

Albany. Jan. 7. — Both branches ot 
the state legislature convened here, 
and as soon as organization was com- 
pleted the governor's annual message 
was received and read. The Rovernnr 
said that for the year ending bept. 30, 
1904, new revenues amounting to $5,- 
500,000 would be necessary. Referr- 
ing to the relations between capital 
and labor the governor says: ■ be- 
lieve that wherever the necessaries of 
life are Involved in dispute between 
emi)loypr and employe that the power 
should be conferred upon those af- 
fected to i^ply to the courts for relief, 
and that no power should we posses- 
sed by either capital or labor to de- 
prive the people of what Is neei ssnry 
for their welfare, but that ample au- 
thority should be lodged in the judi- 
ciary to properly enforce its mandates 
and that such disputes whenever they 
arise should not be permitted to in- 
terfere with those rights which are 
paramount and necessary for the well 
being of the people. Proper legisla- 
tion, therefore, should be accorded for 
this arbitration either by amendment 
or by the enactment of new legisla- 
Uon." 

To Elect Successor to Vest. 
Jefferson City. Mo.. Jan. 7. — Both 
branches of the Missouri general as- 
sembly convened. fh(^ seiinte being 
called to order by Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Lee and the house by >,ue secre- 
tary of state. Among the important 
matters to come before the present 
session of the Missouri legislature is 
the election of a successor to united 
States Senator Oeorge O. Vest, who 
declines to serve further. His term 
will expire March 3. 1908. ■ 

Wants Publicity* 

Hartford, Conn., Jan. 7. — In his an- 
nual message to the general assembly 
Ooveraor Chamberlain suggested that 
every corporation organized under the 
laws of Connecticut and every corpor- 
ation doing business In the state 
should be required to file annually 
with the secretary ot state a sworn 
Statement, which shall enable the pub- 
lic and Interested parties to obtain all 
proper Information. 

Child Labor. 
Springfield, Ills., Jan. 7.— The legis- 
lature convened and Governor Yates' 
message was read in both houses. The 
governor recommended an increase in 
the number of Inspectors of factories 
and mercantile institutions, in order 
to properly enforce the laws regarding 
child labor and sweatshops.

KENTUCKY'S DEBT. 



War Claim Soon to Kp Kfceivrd Vnm tJaele 
Saa U Be Used to Pay Uff Re- 
dseaable BondH. 



Fbamkfobt, Ky., January 6.— It is more 
than probable that by action of Gov- 
ernor Beckham the redeemable bonded 
indebtednesB of Kentucky will be com* 
pletely wiped out before the end of 
March. 

The claims of the Commonwealth 
against the Federal Government for |1^ 

300.000, principal and interest of money 
advanced by the Commonwealth during 
the OlvU war, have been allowed at Wash- 
ington, and only the formal action of 
Oongreea is necessary for the transfer of 
this sum to the Tmirary of Ksotocky. 
Since it has become certain that this 
■oney will be forthcoming, numerous 
soggestionB have been oflered as to the 
disposition which should be made of it. 
Principally it has been suggested that 
the money should be expended in the 
erection of a new Oapitol building. 

Oovamor Beckham, however, who was 
largely instrumental in Becnring the al- 
lowance of the claims, will not favor the 
ezpenditareforanewGapitol. Witiithe 
exception of the school debt, which is a 
perpetual obligation, Kentucky has a 
bonded fa U taa l b sa r lag debt of $1,000.- 
000, in roand numbers. ThelState Sink- 
ing Fund Trustees, consisting of the Gov- 
amer, Auditor, Treasurer, Secretary of 
State and Attorney-General have full 
authority to take up these outstanding 
bonds with the money realised from 
Kentucky's war claims. Upon the Oov- 
emor's recommendation the board will 
take this action. The Commonwealth 
will thus free itself from debt, still leav- 
ing a Treasury surplus of 1800,000 rssolt- 
, iuK from the proceeds of the war claims, 
and then, when legislative action au- 
thorises the construction of a new Oapt- 
tol building; funds for the purpose may 
be raised on more advantageous terms 
than those under which the present 
bonded indeb t sdaass of the State was in- 
curred.

Woaiea Assert They Were Persecuted 
In Divers Waya-Bos of Dyaa- 
DiUe la Kvldeace-StHke

Philadelphia, Jan. 7. — The strike 
commission began its work promptly. 
The attomeya for the nonunion min- 
ers, who have been eallinc witnesses 

to show that the union miners were 
responsible for the alleged lawless- 
ness in the anthracite coal region last 
year, resumed the presentation of wit- 
nesses. B. C. Tiffany of Ashley, near 
Williisbarre, an outside foreman em- 
ployed by the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre company, was the first witness. 
He testified that strikers blew up a 
dam near the Ashley colliery with dy- 
namite. 

Robert S. Reed, outside foreman ot 
No. 18 colliery of the Lahlgh and 

\ViIkost)arr<> Coal company, testified 
that he was knocked senseless while 
riding on a mine locomotive which 
was dynamited. Oeorge W. Jasper, a 
coal and iron polieeman. employed at 
Stanton colliery of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesljarree company, told of the de- 
struction by Are of the surrounding 
fences of the property and the par- 
tial demolition of a trestle outside the 
fence. 

Mrs, Thomas B. Jordon of Lost 
Creek, whose husband worked during 
the strike, testified that she was so 
annoyed by the strikers that she was 

forced to come to Pliilailclphia. I.ator, 
when she moved back, i!ie i praoontion 
continued, and she was boycotted by 
tradesmen. Miss Maud Leiser, a 
schoolteacher of Sprlnsfleld, North- 
iimbfiland county, said she was di.';- 
missed at the Instance of the strikers, 
because her brother was employed by 
the Union Coal company. Robert Mc- 
Caa. an engineer employed by the Le- 
high Valley Coal company, said a com- 
mittee of miners attempted to have 
his daughter dismissed ss a sohool* 
teacher because he worked during the 
strike. I. K i-'inch. chief of the coal 
and iron jiolict of the Lehigb and 
Wilkesbarre company, produceu a box 
of dynamite which was found on the 
coniiiany's traclis near Ashley. 

Thomas Washaiski, a clerk for Par- 
dee & Company, testified that he was 
attacked by a crowd on Sept. 16. the 
night of bis wedding, and forced to 
seek .'^afi'ty in the parochial residonco. 
Later he tool< r<'fiige In a colliery and 
his bride walked home, the mob re- 
fusing to allow the driver of the car- 
riage to take her home. During the 
night his home was .stonod, Thi.s 
caused Chairman Gray to remark: 
"What sort of a community Is this, 
any way?" 

Emanuel Leiser, father of Miss 
Leiser, the sci-oolfi^nchi r, win kpops 
a hotel at .Maysville. said he was boy- 
cotted and the brewer refused to serve 
him wlt^ beer. 

Battle With Robbers. 
Eagin, Wis., Jan. 7. — As a result of 

an eiu'diinicr between a posse of Ka- 
gle citizens and a gang of four bur- 
glara and safe blowers, four miles 
from this village, one robber was shot 
probably fatally, another was captur 
ed and two esca[)fd. The robbeia 
broke into a livery stable here and 
stole a horse and sleigh auu started 
toward Mukwonago. Half an hour af- 
terward the livery stable owner dis- 
covered the theft and started after the 
robbers with a party of four, overtak- 
ing them near a clump of woods and 
calling on them to siirr(*ndor. The rob- 
bers at once opened fire, which was 
returned by (he ixjsse. with the result 
that one was heard to scream, and 
later on ia attempting to escape fell. 
The man who was cajitured had In 
his possession two bottles of nitro- 
glycerin and a complete set of bur- 
glar's tools and two revolvers. 

City Work Suspended. 
New York, Jan. 7. — The work of 

completing the repairs In the "City 
hall, which were suspended some days 
ago In consecjueuce of the labor trou- 
bles, is still held up. A motion made 
by the contractors in the supreme 
court for an order requiring Borough 
President Cantor to ahow cause why 
he should not be restrained from In- 
terfering with the workmen was with- 
drawn Monday with the understand- 
ing, it Is said, that a compromise 
would be effected.

Made at Big Cost

The sale to the trust of the plant of 
Harry Weissinger, of Louiaville, perhaps 
the leading independent manufacturer of 
plug tobacco in tbe country, has caused 
a great deal of comment among local cigar 
dealcrn who have made up their minds 
to fight the troat. It ia aaid among them 
that the real terma of th* aale were $2,- 
000,000 (taah, and that the real value of 
the Weissinger plant waa leas than |200,- 
000. The prevailing theory la that the 
large prioe Ir due to the fact that he was 
in better shape to Ught tbe trust on plug 
tobacco than anybody else, and that the 
object waa to get rid of his competition. 

Instead of discouraging tbe cigar deal- 
ers, as mi^ht have been anticipatal, the 
aale seems to have increased the dispoai- 
tion to flgbt and the belief that an ef- 
fective fixht can be made againat the 
trust. The reaaon of thia ia aimplo. 

Tbe deal ia regarded aa aeonfaaalon by 
the 1 1 list tliHt ita vulnerable point ia the 
plug tobacco businesa. 

It ia well known that the tmat now de- 
rives ita profits wholly from ping and 
amoiiiDg tobaccoH, and that it is losing 
large amounta of money on cigars In ita 
effort to get control of the trade. From 
Chicago, New York and Philadelphia, 



where independent retail dealers have 
discarded troat-made gooda altogether, 
there are reporta of actual improvement 
in bnsineas, and there la, in consequence, 
a iMlief that if independent gooda can be 
fumlahed all along the line the monopoly 
of the trust can be broken ab8olut»'ly. 
Thia haa led to the auggeation of a plan 
which would be far-reaching in ita ef. 
fect», viz. — 

The organization of a great joint sto<;k 
company for the manufacture of plug and 
smoking tohaccoe, on a basis that would 
make sale to the trust impossible. 

The Weiaainger sale has given a new 
impetus to thia project, and there ia a 
probability that it will be carried into 
etfeot very aoon. It ia believed that not 
only indapendent retail cigar men, but 
alao the leaf tobacco dealers and proba- 
bly the cigarmakers' unions, would take 
atock in auch an enterpriae, aa it would 
certainly be very profitable If carried out 
in good faith, because all those claaaaa 
would have a direct interest ia poabiug 
ita
